1. I ſhall make it evident, he hath been called to 
Govern us by the voice of God, that God hath choſen 
him. 

I know there have been a ſort of Men that have 
preſt this jure divino Dodtrine to very untoward ſervis 
ces, having never had right notions of this principle in 
their Heads ; they have held wretched and dangerous 
inferences from it, the faſter with their Teeth : when, 
if rightly underſtod it means no miſcheif unto Churches 
and States, but is rather a ſtay and ſupport to them. 

That his preſeat Majeſty was inveſted with the Sove- 
raignty over us, by the unanimous conſent of Peers and 
People, I think none will deny. 

So that when I have made it appear, that the con- 
ſent of the People is God's Voice, and ordinary call to 
the political Authorities that are ſet up in the World, 
The Concluſion will be eafie from thoſe Premiſes, that 
his preſent Majeſty hath been choſen of God, and hath 
a right to the Crown he wears. 

I own there is an immediate Call, ſuch as the call, of 
Saul, David, Jehu ; ſome Prophet hath been ſometimes 
diredted, by an immediate voice from God, go and anoint 


me Saul, David, Febu, this is that choice or call that is 


not at all pretended to. 

Again, There is a Call that is ordinary and immedi- 
ate : I know no other, nor any Body elſe, I ſuppoſe, but 
the conſent of the People. | 

'Tis no hard matter to find inſtances of a Divine 
Authority, conveyed by the conſent of Men: Marital 
Authority is Divine, yet fixt upon the Perſon by theWomans 
free choice ; ſo the Authority of Maſters over Ser- 
vants 
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vants; yet the Perſon is determined by Corapact and Agree- 
ment. 

x. I ſhall lay down ſome reaſons to prove, that this 
is now God's-ordinary- way of ſetting up political Go+ 
vernments in the World. 

2. I ſhall prove, That political Authority over us can 
come no other way into the World, but by ſuch a con- 
ſent. 

3. I ſhall give you ſome inſtances both Profane and 
Sacred of' Governments in the World, that God has evi- 
dently thus (et up. |

r. Then, Doth not right reaſon, which is a dictate of 
the Law of Nature, which is certainly the voice of God, 
dire& Men into Society. 

It had almoſt like to have gone for a definition of 
Man animal ; ſociabzle and the Sacred Text tells us,'tis not 
good for Man to be alone; and muſt not the ſame 
voice of God neceſſarily dire& them to put them- 
77d. vuf. ſelves under ſome political Government or other, for their

£3.8e&t.ro, Sure the Reverend and Judicious Hooker conceived this 

Doctrine, that Government aroſe from the conſent of the 

People, to be almoſt ſelf-evident and an undoubted Prin- 

< Cciple, and therefore takes the liberty to aſſert it very con- 

fidently, without much proving of it : He tells you, it 

is impoſſible it ſhould be otherwiſe ; and if afterwards, 

any worthy Men ſeem to favour the contrary Opinion, 

ſuch as the deſervedly Celebrated Saunderſon and Cher, 

it was when they ſaw a King fo courſely handled by his 

People, and the —_— forced to vail and make 
I ens a t 

n the heat of oppoſition they mi in the point 

too far, and to'ſit the'Rick'right, bend it ſo nnich on-cke 

other ſide. Had 
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Had they lived in our days, 1 doubt not, but theſe - 
good Men would either have renounc't their Do@rine (if 
=_ were their Do@trine) or explain'd it to Mr. Zooker's 
enle. 

2. Methinks again it's very. natural to conceive, when 
People began to multiply into ſuch a number, as to over- 
ſtock thar portion of that vaſt Common of the World, 
their firſt Plantation, they ſhould, as Bees ſtreightned for 
room, ſwarm and look tor a new Hive. 

Now as ſoon as they begin to ſettle there, I pray what 
muſt be done by them, to keep them from the diſorder 
of the ſtate of Nature, where .every one is Judge and 
King, equal and independent upon one another, .as to 
any political Subjefion they could owe to one another ? 

Muſt they ſtand gazing to Heaven for a Governour, 
to be ſent from thence to them, with all his imple- 


. ments of Arbitrarineſs, eyen the Yoak and Pack-ſaddle 


for the working and loading of the Beaſt; as alſo the 
Curb and the Barnacle, to tame him with it he kick 2? 

Or, Muſt they be like thoſe Men that ſprung from 
Cadmus's Teeth, fall a killing one another, or fall to cutting 
of - Throats for the Government 2? —

| And thus it will be plain, without vexing the Scripture 
with ſtrained interpretations, how Government can be an 
Ordinance of God, according to St. Paul, and yet an hu- 
man Creature according to St. Peter. 

Becauſe God makes ule of this haman means, the con- 
ſent of the People for ſetting up Governments in the 
World ; ſo that the Supream Power in Common-wealths 
comes, though by Men, yet not from Men, but from 
God's Command, expreſt by the Law of Nature, or right 
Reaſon to promote the good and ſafety of Mankind. 

Thus alſo, all the Objections againſt the incapacity of 
the People, to confer the power of Life and Death not 
being veſted with ſuch an Authority themſelves are eaſily 
anſwered, this Power of Life and Death being from God, 
though by the People, as much as the Government is: 
For the ſame Law of Nature, which (as I have faid) is 
the Law of God, that direts Men to put the Govern- 
ment, muſt alſo dire& them to put ſuch a Power into the 
Rulers hands, as might enable him to attain the ends of 
Government ; which he could not do, if he had not Pow- 
er-over the lives of' his Subjects in ſome Caſes. 

2; I ſhall prove to you, that 'tis impoſſible that politi- 
cal Government ſhould ordinarily ariſe from any other 
ſource but this. | 

There are but theſe 4 or 5 ways that offer at any plau- 
fible competition 5 1. Paternity ; 2. The divine Dona- 
tion to the Heir of Adam ; 3. Providence ; 4. Conqueſt ; 
5. Preſcription :- But I ſhall prove none of theſe Five can 
be the Foundations of political Authority. 

x. Not Paternity'; for-1. That's no Obedience to a po- 
litical Authority, -(unlefs by way of- Analogy) that's en- 
joynedin the 5th-Command; if -it were ſo, ' ſee riot but 

| ſuch 
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ſuch an Authority might derive from maternity as well 
as, paternity, the ſame honour being to be given to the 
Mother by that Command, that's to be given to the Fa- 
ther, unleſs we havea Salique Law againſt the Fifth Com- 
nandment. 

2. Paternal Authority is but of a ſhort Duration, be- 
ing only oy to Diſcipline, and govern the weak- 
nels of the Child in Nox-agg, till he be arrived at the uſe 
of his Reaſon to guide himſelf, though a filial Reverence 
and Honour ought to continue indiſpenſably till Death. 

3. Political and paternal Authority are yaſtly diffe. 
rent; for the Son may be a political Head to his Fa- 
ther, while his Father hath a Paternal Authority over him, 
as is evident in the inſtance of my Lord Darzly and King 
Fames, as allo in Xiſh and Saud. 

4. If political Authority aroſe from Paternity, it could 
extend no ſurther then Paternity, a relation founded upon 
Paternity cannot be transferred, but you muſt transfer 
its foundation, the ſame Paternity with ir, and (60 your 
Governour muſt be your natural Father as well as your 
King. 

P [f political Authority aroſe from Paternity, every 
Father would be a King, and ſo we ſhould have Kings 
enough: Every Town would not only be an Heptarchy 
but an Hecatontarchy, if there were ſo many Families 
there. 

[ won't deny, but Fathers might be the firſt Monarchs 
of the World, when Children were Men, and fo out of 
the ſtate of pupillage 3 they were like enough to ſubmit 
to their Fathers as their Law-makers and Governours ; the 
Father muſt ſure be fitteſt to be truſted with (uch a 
charge, Paternal affteion muſt engage him to have a 
tender regard to the Properties of his Children :  Heal- 
fo may be ſuppoſed to be endowed with greater Wiſdom, 

| | and 
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and to be furniſh'c with a larger Eſtate, that might fit 
him for the more chargeable parts of Government, Be- 
ſides the cuſtom of commanding them when Children, 
mad: it an eaſie tranſition, from Paternal to Political Au- 
thority, and thcretore right reaſon might dire the Chil- 
dren to ſuch a Choice; and from thence Patrern:l Au- 
thority paſſes into Political ; and ſo, thovgh Fathers 
might be Kings, yet they were not fo as Fathers. 

2. Political Authority cannot ariſe from the Divine 
Donation to the Heir of Adam. 

1. For then we ſhould be left in great perplexity, who 
that Keir ſhould be, whether Daughters or Brothers, or 
yotinger Sons Sons ſhould wear the Crown in caſe of Corr» 
petition with 100 other Difficulties we ſhould be en- 
tangled in, that are not determined in Scripture. 

Beſides, We could certainly have but one King in the 
World : The Kings of the Earth, I believe, will give 
them but little thanks for this Dorine ; for it diſmounts 
them all but one, and ſends them to Plow ; nay, that 
one, [I fear, will be in danger too, who: can derive his 
Pedigree perhaps no more from Adam then a Cromwel, or 
a Maſſaniello : Beſides, if it were our good Fortune to 
find out this Heir, all the Kings of ' the Earth were bound 
| to caſt their Crowns at his Feet, if he were a Page, or 
a Link-Boy.' 

3- Political Authority cannot ariſe from Providence ; 
for Providence, though it orders every thing, yet it ordi- 
narily Authorizes nothing ; it's rather the diſpoſer of 
things and aQtions, then their Rule and 'Meaſare. 

4. Political Authority cannot ariſe from Conqueſt ; 
for beſides that, this Principle hath met with a warm 
Confutation. Slavery is ſo contrary to the genzus of an 
Engliſh Man, that when I have heard ſome Men eagerly 
detend, that Conquelt is the Foundation of our Govern- 

ment 
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ment, I have rather thought it an Exerciſe of Wit ; as 
was his that wrote a Paxegyrick upon Nero, then in good 
earneſt. 


Good God ! that Men ſhould ſweat and toil o, to ham- ' 


mer out Fetters for themſelves, and be fo zealous to propa- 
gate a Doctrine of the DivineRight of Slavery. Nor 5thly, 
Can Preſcription it ſelf give title to an injurious Conque- 
rour, as it is Preſcription, a long continuance in Sin be- 
ing its greateſt aggravation ; but either as Preſcription is 
Authorized by the Cuſtoms and Conſtitutions of Nations, 
which to be ſure implies Conſent, or as ſuch an Uninter- 
rupted and Undiſturbed continuanceof the Power, infers 
the quiet and voluntary Submiſſion of the People to it. 
A Man would be ready to believe, that thoſe that go 
about to lay ſuch Foundations of Government as are be- 
fore-mentioned, had a ſpight againſt it, and deſigned the 
fall of it, while they ſet up ſuch weak and rotten Prin- 
ciples to ſupport it. 

And thus having. ſhewn how its morally impoſſible, 
that Government ſhould ordinarily come into the World 
any other way then this (whatever hath been offered 
by any I have conſidered) one would think this might 
ſave me any farther labour ; yet to fatisfie the unreaſo- 
nable importunities of ſame, I ſhall ſhew you ſome In- 
ſtances both Profane and Sacred,of ſeveral Governments in 
the World, that God hath ſer up by the Peoples conlent. 

I. Profane, The Common-wealth of Yexice had its 
Riſe from hence, when they were broke in pieces by the 
Incurſions of the Zunns ; they gather the broken Splin- 
ters together ; and preſently, according to the diftates 
of the Law of Nature, rig themſelves up into a new Com- 
mon-wealth, in an inacceſſible Neſt of Iſlands, caſting 
themſelves under that Government they now flouriſh under.

King over thee, whom the Lord ſhall chuſe, which plain- '* ** 
ly thews, that notwithſtanding God's immediate Call, 
and he hath.choſen a Perſon to be King ; he yet requires 
a.concurrence of that Call that is ordinary, the Conſent

But we arc told by ſome, that this Hypotheſis would 
make Government precarious, to let the Peopleknow they 
are ſo neceſſary for the modelling of it ; *'twill make then: * 
reſty and wanton with their Rulers, if they diſpleaſe-them 
never ſo little, that 'tis another Faux with his Lanthorn, 
ready to give fire to a train of Powder, and blow up 
all. 
But I hope this fright will ſoon be over, if we aſſure 
them, we never yet ſuppoſed the People that gave, could 
reſume the Government, though if a Governour abandon 
his Government, by taking up another inconſiſtent with 
it ; that is, if. he takes up a Government by Will, and. 
ſo. quits the Goverameat by Law, which by the way is 
the 
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the Government of our Conſtitution ; I conceive the Peo- 
ple are not only at liberty, but under the obligation of 
the-Law of Nature, to provide for themſelves. 
To me its one of the greateſt inducements to believe 
the truth of this DoQrine, that political Authority is de- 
rived from God by the Conſent of People; that it is 
certainly the only means to preſerve Government, and 
keep it ſteddy without tottering or ſhaking. 
Had that Doctrine been inculcated upon the minds of 
Princes, that. they are originally from the People, and 
therefore are to Rule according to ſuch meaſures as they 
had mutually 'agreed upon, I am perſwaded our Ark 
might have been ſafe enough, for ever falling into the Phz- 
liſtins hands, as of late it did. 
Had Princes been taught, that a Soveraign Power 
above Law, hath nothing to do in Britain; and that 
ſuch as govern by Will, and nat by Law, according 
to ſuch ſtated Rules, asare agreed upon by the People and 
Themſelves ceaſe to be Kings, as King James ſaid, no 
Man in his Wits would have ſteered his Courſe directly 
upon a Rock, he had been forewarned of ; or have been 
willing to have abandoned a Crown, which might have 
en kept upon terms-ſo eaſe, honeſt, and honourable. 
'w If this had been taught them inſtead of an unaccoun- 
table jus-divinum that no Man could reach, that ſet them 
upon a Pinacle, too apt to make their Brains turn round, 
we might perhaps have ſaved the Life of the beſt of Kings, 

- and prevented the Reign of the worſt, ever ſince the con- 
trary Do@rine hath been taught : I tremble to think what 
a Trapical ſcuffle and ſcramble here hath been for Fifty 
years, between Property and Prerogative. 

Sure enough old Sion hath had an Hand in this ; I 
mean, our Friends of the Church of Rome, to promote 
ſuch a Principle that might be a fatal Engine to: break 

us 
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us to peices, and blow up our Monarchs, as they rejoyced 
to be ſure when it was done. - 

Tam ſure the Principle which I have taught hath for- 
merly been the - received one of their Divines however 
to ſerve the preſent turn, they fo zealouſly and induſtri- 
ouſly promote the contrary ; for theſe Gentlemen uſe 
to ſhift Principles as we do Tools, according as they have 


-ule of them. 


Methinks I ſee the Philitins (mile to obſerve how we 
have hugged and dandled that Delilah, a Daughter of 


* theirs, that ſhould one day have put out our Eyes, 


at once made us Executioners of their Malice upon our

But I muſt pur off from this ; I hope I have ſufficient- 
ly proved God's ordinary way of chuſing Rulers, is by 
the conſent of the People ; and by conſequence, that his 
preſent Majeſty being thus ſet up, is choſen of God, and 
therefore hath an undoubted Right to the Crown he wears. 
There are a fort of Men cry out upon it, as a Pragmati- 
call ſaucineſs to meddle with the Grounds of Obedieace 
unto Government ; as if it were meritorious to obey blind- 


told. Indeed it were a great Point obtained, if while ſo 


magy ſcruple at, and fo many boldly diſpute againſt the 
Right of his preſent Majeſly, and aſſert, he hath no 
Right at all; if they coutd ſet ſuch Limits and Bounds 
about this wretched Principle, as were once (et about the 
Holy Mount, that no Body might dare to come near or 
touch it : If they could make it a kind of Sacriledge, to 
pry never ſo little into that Ark,or enquire into the reaſons 
of our Obedience to it, for fear the unreaſonablenefs of 
their xon-obedieace ſhould be diſcovered. But what, muſt

rational reply that can be made, to'that important Que-

And if my:Reaſons for fuch a/Principle of Government, 
wcre not of fuch torce, as I believe they are, yet the Prin- 
ciple, methioks, deſerves to be embraced of us, for the ſer- 
vice it hath done us, in being the Foundation of his Maje- 
ſty's Authority, w ras | it we; : 

2. Conſider his CharaQer, 'that there zs none like him a- 
mong the People. 

1 thall paſs by his other Excellencies, and infiſt only up- 
on thole that arethe neceſſary accompliſhments of Maje- 
ty, wherein [ fear not to be exceſſive, he being too great 
either to be flattered; or duely praiſed. 

All the Princes of Chriſtendom fut{cribe to this, that 
there u none like him, and therefore have put th; menage 
bf their Afﬀairs into his Hands ; I ſay, all Princes but one, + 
who yet believes and trembles. 

His Majeſty is {> conſiderable to the fears of that haugh- 
ty Monarch, that though he hath ever been thought to 

*have had too nice and tender reſpe& for his Honour, as 
the only mixion-of his Age ; yet he hath been pleaſed of 
late, as 1s plain'to every Body that hath Eyes and will 
open them, to humble himſelf to the mean drudgery of an 
Aſſaſſine,to get rid of him by ſome proxy Bandittzs, he had 
mployed in that ſervice. | | 

And though our King Challenges him,and bravely defies 
him every day, in the Head of an Army, yet he thinks 
it ſafer to prdcure him to be ſtabb'd in a corner, then to 
meet him in 'the Field : He begins to miſtruſt the torce/ 
of his Arms, and rely upon the ſafer Victory of a Poin- 
yard or Steletto, and the more caſe diſpatch of a Butcher 
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or aRuffian. Si timidus eft homicida eſt, ſays Mauritius of 
Phocas ; if he be a Coward he's an Aſlaſſine ; and I think 
I may conclude as truly, if he be an Aſſaſſine he's a Cow- 
.ard: But to return ; 

Were I to write the CharaQter of an Heroe, I muſt 
certainly (ct his Majeſty before me as my pattern, and 
borrow every word of his CharaQter from that Copy, and 
when you had read it, I am ſure you could not but re- 
fle&, this muſt be King W:/lzam. 

1, He is a juſt and a righteous Prince, that came as 2 
Dew, or rather as a ſhower of Rain upon the ſcorched 
Graſs, that hath brought Law and Equity into Credit 
again; the Law that hath been jeered and hooted at as 
an old Elizabeth faſhion; he hath repealed the oftra- 
ciſm of poor Baniſhed Aftrea ; Juſtice now runs down 
like a mighty ſtream, to refreſh the City of our God. 

His very Enemies, ſure can make no exceptions to his 
Juſtice, unleſs becauſe they have not found the edge of 
that Sword, turned more upon themſelves, though that 
perhaps willbe a fault no more.
